1  [Performance  and  Review  Ordinance] 

2  AMENDING  PART  I  OF  THE  SAN  FRANCISCO  MUNICIPAL  CODE  (ADMINISTRATIVE 

3  CODE)  BY  ADDING  CHAPTER  88,  SECTIONS  88.1  THROUGH  88.11,  TO  REOUIRE  AN 

4  ANNUAL  DEPARTMENTAL  EFFICIENCY  PLAN  ,  INCLUDING  A  CUSTOMER  SERVICE 

5  ELEMENT,  A  STRATEGIC  PLANNING  ELEMENT.  AN  ANNUAL  PERFORMANCE 

6  ELEMENT,  AND  A  PERFORMANCE  EVALUATION  ELEMENT.  AND  PROVIDING  FOR  A 

7  PILOT  PROGRAM  AND  TRAINING. 

8  Note:  This  entire  section  is  new. 
9 

10  Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco; 

11 

12  Section  1.  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding 

13  Chapter  88,  Sections  88.1  through  88.11,  to  read  as  follows; 
14 

15  SEC.  88.1.  TITLE. 

16  This  Chapter  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the  "San  Francisco  Performance  and 

1 7  Review  Ordinance  of  1 999. " 
18 

19  SEC.  88.2.  FINDINGS  AND  PURPOSES. 

20  (a)  Findings.  Waste  and  inefficiency  in  City  programs  undermine  the  confidence  of 

21  San  Francisco  residents  and  reduce  the  City's  ability  to  adequately  address  vital  public  needs. 

22  The  City  is  seriously  disadvantaged  in  its  efforts  to  improve  program  efficiency  and 

23  effectiveness  because  of  insufficient  articulation  of  program  vision,  mission  and  goals. 

24  including  inadequate  information  on  program  performance.  And  the  Board  of  Supenyisors 
I  25 
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1  policy  making,  spending  decisions,  and  program  oversight  are  seriously  handicapped  by 

2  insufficient  attention  to  program  performance  and  results. 

3  (b)  Purposes.  This  ordinance  is  adopted  to  implement  the  mandate  of  Charter 

4  Section  16.120,  requiring  each  department  of  the  City  and  County  to  adopt  an  annual 

5  Customer  Service  Plan,  in  a  format  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by 

6  ordinance. 

7  The  purposes  of  this  ordinance  are  to: 

8  1 .  Improve  program  effectiveness  and  public  accountability  by  promoting  a  new 

9  focus  on  fiscal  management,  capital  management,  human  resources,  managing  for 

10  results,  information  technology,  service  quality,  and  customer  satisfaction; 

1 1  2.  Help  the  City  improve  service  delivery  by  requiring  that  it  identify  program 

12  objectives  and  by  providing  it  with  management  tools  to  evaluate  service  quality;  and, 

13  3.  Assist  Board  of  Supervisors'  decision-making  by  providing  more  objective 

14  information  on  performance  and  customer  satisfaction  and  on  the  relative  effectiveness 

15  and  efficiency  of  City  programs  and  spending. 
16 

17  SEC.  88.3.  DEFINITIONS. 

1 8  For  the  purposes  of  this  Chapter: 

19  (a)  "Performance  goal"  means  a  target  level  of  performance  expressed  as  a  tangible, 

20  measurable  objective,  against  which  actual  achievement  can  be  compared,  including  a  goal 

21  expressed  as  a  quantitative  standard,  value,  or  rate; 

22  (b)  "Performance  indicator"  means  a  particular  value  or  characteristic  used  to  measure 

23  output  or  outcome; 

24  (c)  "Program  activity"  means  a  specific  activity  or  project  as  listed  in  the  program  and 

25  financing  schedules  of  the  annual  budget  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco; 
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1  (d)  "Program  evaluation"  means  an  assessment  through  objective  measurement  and 

2  systematic  analysis  of  the  manner  and  extent  to  which  city  programs  achieve  intended 

3  objectives;  and 

4  (e)  "Department"  means  an  executive  department,  which  does  not  include  offices 

5  within  departments. 
6 

7  SEC.  88.4.  EFFICIENCY  PLANS. 

8  (a)  Beginning  2003  and  each  year  thereafter,  the  head  of  each  department  shall 

9  prepare  and  submit  to  the  Mayor  by  October  1^'  and  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  by 

10  November  1^^  a  departmental  efficiency  plan.  Each  plan  shall  include  a  customer  service 

11  element,  a  strategic  planning  element,  an  annual  performance  element,  and  a  performance 

12  evaluation  element  for  the  previous  fiscal  year,  as  set  forth  more  fully  below.  The  plan  shall 

13  cover  a  period  of  not  less  than  three  years  forward  from  the  fiscal  year  in  which  it  is  submitted. 

14  (b)  In  developing  its  efficiency  plan,  the  department  shall  solicit  and  consider  the  views 

15  and  suggestions  of  those  persons  and  entities  potentially  affected  by  or  interested  in  the  plan. 

16  Departments  are  encouraged  to  conduct  town  meetings,  open  houses,  or  other  public  fonjms 

17  duhng  the  development  of  the  plan  to  solicit  public  comments  and  information 

18  (c)  The  Board  of  Supen/isors  may,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Director  of  the  Mayor  s 

19  Budget  Office,  excuse  a  department  from  particular  requirements  of  this  Chapter  where 

20  compliance  would  be  inapprophate  or  impractical. 

21  (d)  If  a  department  determines  that  it  is  not  feasible  to  express  any  information 

22  required  by  this  Chapter  in  the  format  called  for  in  the  ordinance,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 

23  Budget  Office  may  authorize  use  of  an  alternative  format.  Such  alternative  format  shall 

24  include  separate  descriptive  statements  of  a  minimally  effective  program  and  a  successful 

25  program,  or  such  other  alternative  expressed  with  sufficient  precision  and  in  such  terms  that 
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1  would  allow  for  an  accurate  and  independent  determination  of  whether  the  program  activities 

2  performance  meets  the  criteria  of  the  description.  If  the  Director  of  the  IVlayor's  Budget  Office 

3  concurs  that  no  such  alternative  format  is  practical  or  feasible  to  express  a  performance  goal 

4  for  the  program  activity,  the  department  shall  note  that  determination  as  part  of  the  annual 

5  performance  element  of  its  efficiency  plan. 
6 

7  SEC.  88.5.  CUSTOMER  SERVICE  ELEMENT;  CONTENTS. 

8  The  customer  service  element  of  each  departmental  efficiency  plan  shaJI: 

9  (a)  Establish  customer  service  definitions  that  identify  both  external  as  well  as  internal 

10  customers; 

1 1  (b)  Establish  a  complaint/request  for  services  resolution  procedure  with  time  frames; 

12  (c)  Establish  a  public  survey/comment  process  for  measuring  general  customer 

13  satisfaction; 

14  (d)  Establish  training  objectives  for  departmental  work  force,  including  but  not  limited 

15  to  resolving  complaints  and  participation  in  improving  service  quality; 

16  (e)  Establish  benchmarks  of  quality  service; 

17  (f)  Establish  objectives  for  multiple  modes  of  public  access,  including  internet  strategy, 

18  electronic  commerce,  phone  and  mail; 

19  (g)  Briefly  descnbe  the  operational  processes,  skills,  and  human  capital,  information, 

20  or  other  resources  required  to  meet  the  objectives  set  forth  in  this  section;  and, 

21  (h)  Provide  a  basis  for  comparison  with  similar  customer  services  provided  by 

22  comparable  cities  and  departments; 
23 

24  SEC.  88.6.  STRATEGIC  PLANNING  ELEMENT;  CONTENTS. 

25  The  strategic  planning  element  of  each  departmental  efficiency  plan  shall  include: 
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1  (a)  A  comprehensive  mission  statement,  as  required  by  Section  3.5  of  the  San 

2  Francisco  Administrative  Code,  covering  the  major  functions  and  operations  of  the 

3  department; 

4  (b)  General  goals  and  objectives,  including  outcome-related  goals  and  objectives  for 

5  the  major  functions  and  operations  of  the  Department; 

6  (c)  A  description  of  how  the  goals  and  objectives  are  to  be  achieved,  including  a 

7  description  of  operational  processes,  skills,  and  technology,  and  the  human  capital. 

8  information,  and  other  resources  required  to  meet  those  goals  and  objectives: 

9  (d)  A  description  of  how  the  performance  goals  included  in  the  annual  performance 

10  element  are  related  to  the  general  goals  and  objectives  in  the  strategic  planning  element: 

1 1  (e)  An  identification  of  factors  external  to  the  department  and  beyond  its  control  that 

12  could  significantly  affect  the  achievement  of  the  general  goals  and  objectives:  and 

13  (f)  A  description  of  the  program  evaluations  used  in  establishing  or  revising  general 

14  goals  and  objectives,  with  a  schedule  for  future  program  evaluations. 
15 

16  SEC.  88.7.  ANNUAL  PERFORMANCE  ELEMENT;  CONTENTS. 

17  The  annual  performance  element  of  each  departmental  efficiency  plan  shall  include  the 

18  following  information  for  each  program  activity  set  forth  in  the  department's  budget: 

19  (a)  Establish  performance  goals  to  define  the  level  of  performance  to  be 

20  achieved  by  a  program  activity; 

21  (b)  Express  such  goals  in  an  objective  quantifiable  and  measurable  form  with 

22  outcome  and  results  focusing  on  customer  service  unless  authorized  to  be  in  an 

23  alternative  form  under  Section  88.4(d); 

24  (c)  Briefly  deschbe  the  operational  processes,  skills  or  technology,  and  the 

25  human  capital,  information,  or  other  resources  required  to  meet  the  performance  goals: 
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1  (d)  Establish  performance  indicators  to  be  used  in  measuring  or  assessing  the 

2  relevant  outputs,  service  levels,  and  outcomes  of  each  program  activity; 

3  (e)  Provide  a  basis  for  comparing  actual  program  results  with  the  established 

4  performance  goals;  and 

5  (f)  Describe  the  means  to  be  used  to  verify  and  validate  measured  standards. 

6  For  the  purpose  of  complying  with  this  section  a  department  may  aggregate, 

7  disaggregate  or  consolidate  program  activities,  except  that  any  aggregation  or  consolidation 

8  may  not  omit  or  minimize  the  significance  of  any  program  activity  constituting  a  major  function 

9  or  operation  for  the  department. 
10 

1 1  SEC.  88.8.  ANNUAL  PERFORMANCE  EVALUATION  ELEMENT;  CONTENTS. 

12  (a)  The  annual  performance  evaluation  element  of  each  departmental  efficiency  plan 

13  shall  include  the  following  information  for  each  program  activity  set  forth  in  the  department's 

14  budget: 

15  1.  Review  of  the  success  of  achieving  the  performance  goals  of  the  fiscal  year; 

16  2.  Evaluation  of  the  performance  plan  for  the  current  fiscal  year  relative  to  the 

17  performance  achieved  toward  the  performance  goals  in  the  fiscal  year  covered  by  the 

1 8  report; 

19  3.  Explanation  and  description  where  a  performance  goal  has  not  been  met, 

20  including  when  a  program  activities  performance  is  determined  not  to  have  met  the 

21  criteria  of  a  successful  program  activity  or  a  corresponding  level  of  achievement  if 

22  another  alternative  form  is  used,  including: 

23  (A)  Why  the  goal  was  not  met; 

24  (B)  Those  plans  and  schedules  for  achieving  the  established 

25  performance  goal;  and 
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II 


1  (C)  If  the  performance  goal  is  impractical  or  infeasible.  why  that  is  the 

2  I  case  and  what  action  is  recommended; 

3  4.  Summary  findings  of  these  program  evaluations  completed  dunng  the  fiscal 

4  year  covered  by  the  report. 

5  (b)  Each  performance  evaluation  report  shall  set  forth  the  performance 

6  indicators  established  in  the  annual  performance  element,  along  with  the  actual  program 

7  performance  achieved  compared  with  performance  goals  expressed  in  the  plan  for  that  fiscal 

8  year. 

9  (c)  If  performance  goals  are  specifiea  in  an  alternative  form,  the  results  of  such 

10  programs  shall  be  described  in  relation  to  such  specifications  including  whether  the 

1 1  performance  failed  to  meet  the  criteria  of  a  minimally  effective  or  successful  program. 

12  (d)  The  report  for  fiscal  year  2001-2002  shall  include  actual  results  for  the  preceding 

13  fiscal  year,  the  report  for  fiscal  year  2002-2003  shall  include  actual  results  for  the  two 

14  preceding  fiscal  years,  and  the  report  for  fiscal  year  2003-2004  and  all  subsequent  reports 

1 5  shall  include  actual  results  for  the  three  preceding  fiscal  years. 
16 

17  SEC.  88.9.  PILOT  PROJECTS. 

18  (a)  Performance  Plans  and  Reports. 

19  1 .  The  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office,  after  consultation  with  the  head  of 

20  each  department,  shall  designate  not  less  than  six  departments  to  participate  in  pilot 

21  projects  in  performance  measurement  for  fiscal  years  2000-2001  and  2001-2002.  This 

22  group  of  six  shall  reflect  a  representative  range  of  government  functions  and 

23  capabilities  in  measuring  and  reporting  program  peiformance.  Tne  reports  prepared  as 

24  part  of  the  pilot  program  shall  sen/e  as  models  for  other  City  departments  when  this 

25  Chapter  is  fully  implemented. 
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1  2.  Pilot  projects  in  the  designated  departments  shall  undertake  the  preparation 

2  of  annual  performance  plans  under  Section  88.7  and  performance  evaluation  reports 

3  under  Section  88.8  for  one  or  more  of  the  major  functions  and  operations  of  the 

4  agency.  A  strategic  plan  under  Section  88.6  shall  be  used  when  preparing  department 

5  performance  plans  during  one  or  more  years  of  the  pilot  period. 

6  3.  No  later  than  March  1 ,  2001 ,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office  shall 

7  submit  a  report  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  which  shall: 

8  (A)  Assess  the  benefits,  costs,  and  usefulness  of  the  plans  and  reports 

9  prepared  by  the  pilot  departments  in  meeting  the  purposes  of  the  San  Francisco 

1 0  Performance  and  Review  Ordinance  of  1 999; 

1 1  (B)  Identify  any  significant  difficulties  experienced  by  the  pilot  department 

12  in  preparing  plans  and  reports;  and 

13  (C)  Set  forth  any  recommended  changes  in  the  requirements  of  the 

14  provisions  of  the  San  Francisco  Performance  and  Review  Ordinance  of  1999. 

15  (b)  Performance  Budgeting 

16  1 .  The  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office,  after  consultation  with  the  head  of 

1 7  each  department  shall  designate  not  less  than  three  departments  as  pilot  projects  in 

18  performance  budgeting  for  fiscal  years  2000-2001  and  2001-2002.  The  departments 

19  shall  be  selected  from  those  previously  designated  to  participate  in  the  pilot  program 

20  under  Section  88.9(a),  and  shall  reflect  a  representative  range  of  government  functions 

21  and  capabilities  in  measuring  and  reporting  program  performance.  The  budgets 

22  prepared  as  part  of  the  pilot  program  shall  serve  as  models  for  other  City  departments 

23  when  this  Chapter  is  fully  implemented. 

24  2.  Pilot  projects  in  the  designated  departments  shall  cover  the  preparation  of 

25  performance  budgets.  Such  budgets  shall  present,  for  one  or  more  of  the  major 
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1  ,;  functions  and  operations  of  the  department,  the  varying  levels  of  performance. 

2  '  including  outcome-related  performance,  that  would  result  from  different  budgeted 

3  amounts. 

4  3.  For  the  fiscal  year  2001-2002,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office  and 

5  the  Controller  shall  include  the  performance  budgets  of  the  designated  departments  as 

6  attachments  to  the  proposed  budget,  as  well  as  the  regular  budget  information  for  the 

7  designated  departments 

8  4.  No  later  than  March  1 ,  2002,  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Budget  Office  shall 

9  transmit  a  report  to  the  Mayor  and  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  performance 

10  budgeting  pilot  projects  which  shall; 

1 1  (A)  Assess  the  feasibility  and  advisability  of  including  a  performance 

12  budget  as  part  of  the  annual  budget: 

13  (B)  Descnbe  any  difficulties  encountered  by  the  pilot  departments  in 

14  prepahng  a  performance  budget; 

15  (C)  Recommend  whether  legislation  requiring  performance  budgets 

16  should  be  proposed  and  the  general  provisions  of  any  legislation;  and 

17  (D)  Set  forth  any  recommended  changes  in  the  other  requirements  of  the 

18  San  Francisco  Performance  and  Review  Ordinance  of  1999. 

19  5.  After  receipt  of  the  report  required  under  subsection  (b)(4),  the  Board  of 

20  Supervisors  may  specify  that  a  performance  budget  be  submitted  as  part  of  the  annual 

21  budget. 
22 

23  SEC.  88.10.  BOARD  OF  SUPERVISORS'  OVERSIGHT  AND  LEGISLATION 

24  (a)  In  general.  Nothing  in  this  ordinance  shall  be  construed  as  limiting  the  ability  of 

25  the  Board  of  Supervisors  to  establish,  amend,  suspend,  or  annul  a  performance  goal. 
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I! 

1  (b)  Controller's  Report.  No  later  than  July  1  st,  2001 ,  the  Controller  of  the  City  and 

2  County  of  San  Francisco  shall  report  to  the  Board  of  Supervisors  on  the  implementation  of  this 

3  ordinance,  including  the  prospects  for  compliance  by  City  departments  beyond  those 

4  participating  as  pilot  projects. 
5 

6  SEC.  88.11.  TRAINING. 

7  The  Civil  Sen/ice  Commission  shall,  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  the  Mayor's 

8  Budget  Office  and  the  Controller  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco,  develop  a  strategic 

9  planning  and  performance  measurement  training  component  for  its  management  training 

10  program  and  othenA/ise  provide  managers  with  an  orientation  on  the  development  and  use  of 

1 1  strategic  planning  and  program  performance  measurement. 
12

^2  Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco: 

13  Section  1.  FINDINGS.  The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

14  hereby  finds  and  declares  as  follows: 

A.      The  IPM  Ordinance  originally  regulated  the  use  of  antimicrobial  agents  because 
antimicrobial  agents  are  defined  as  "pesticides."  Due  to  the  complexities  involved  in 
regulating  antimicrobials  as  pesticides  and  pursuant  to  Resolution  007-99-COE  of  the 
Commission  on  the  Environment,  adopted  on  July  19,  1999.  the  Board  of  Supervisors  has 
decided  to  instead  place  antimicrobials  under  the  existing  Environmental  Purchasing 
Program,  Administrative  Code  Chapter  21 F,  for  further  study.

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B.  The  day-to-day  implementation  of  the  IPM  Ordinance  should  be  performed  by 
the  Department  of  the  Environment,  with  policy  oversight  by  the  Commission  on  the 
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C.      Minor  changes  to  the  posting,  notification,  recordkeeping  and  reporting 
requirements  of  the  IPM  program  will  improve  the  program  and  facilitate  achievement  of  the 
program  goals. 

Section  2.  Section  39.2  of  the  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended 
to  read  as  follows: 

SEC.  39.2  DEFINITIONS.  Whenever  used  in  this  Chapter  ((ordinance)),  the  following  terms 
shall  have  the  meanings  set  forth  below. 

(((a)  "Agricultural  Commissioner"  means  the  County  Agricultural  Commissioner  for  the  City 
and  County  of  San  Francisco.)) 

(((b)  "Antimicrobial  agent"  means  a  product  that  is  labeled  as  registered  with  the  United 
States  Environmental  Protection  Agency  as  a  pesticide  used  to  kill  microbes.  Antimicrobial 
agents  include,  but  are  not  limited  to,  disinfectants,  sanitizers,  bacteriostats,  sterilizers, 
fungicides  and  fungistats  applied  to  inanimate  surfaces,  and  commodity  preservatives  and 
protectants  applied  to  raw  materials  or  manufactured  products.)) 

(((c)))  (a)  "City  department"  means  any  department  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  and  includes  any  pesticide  applicator  hired  by  a  City  department  to  apply  pesticides 
on  City  property.  City  department  does  not  include  any  other  local  agency  or  any  federal  or 
State  agency,  including  but  not  limited  to  the  San  Francisco  School  District,  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District,  the  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  and  the  San 
Francisco  Housing  Authority. 

(((d)))(b]  "Commission  ((on  the  Environment))"  means  the  Commission  on  the 
Environment  provided  for  by  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  4.1 18. 

(((e)))(c)  "Contract"  means  a  binding  written  agreement,  including  but  not  limited  to  a 
contract,  lease,  permit,  license  or  easement  between  a  person,  firm,  corporation  or  other 
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1  entity,  including  a  governmental  entity,  and  a  City  department,  which  grants  a  nght  to  use  or 

2  occupy  property  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  for  a  specified  purpose  or  purposes 

3  (((<^)){dj  "Contractor"  means  a  person,  firm,  corporation  or  other  entity,  including  a 

4  governmental  entity,  that  enters  into  a  contract  with  a  City  department. 

5  (((g)))(e]  "Department  ((of  the  Environment))"  means  that  Department  of  the  Environment 

6  provided  for  by  San  Francisco  Charter  Section  4.118. 

7  (((h)))(Q  "Integrated  pest  managemeni "  means  a  decision-making  process  for  managing 

8  pests  that  uses  monitoring  to  determine  pest  injury  levels  and  combines  biological,  cultural. 

9  physical,  and  chemical  tools  to  minimize  health,  environmental  and  financial  nsks.  The 

10  method  uses  extensive  knowledge  about  pests,  such  as  infestation  thresholds,  life  histones. 

1 1  environmental  requirements  and  natural  enemies  to  complement  and  facilitate  biological  and 

12  other  natural  control  of  pests.  The  method  uses  the  least  toxic  synthetic  pesticides  only  as  a 

13  last  resort  to  controlling  pests.

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1  vacancy.  If  it  is  asserted  that  a  rent  increase  or  increases  could  have  taken  place  during 

2  the  vacancy  in  question,  the  owner  shall  bear  the  burden  of  showing  by  a  preponderance 

3  of  the  evidence  that  the  rent  could  have  been  legally  increased  during  the  period.  If  it  is

7  WHEREAS,  the  residential  rental  vacancy  rate  in  San  Francisco  is  less  than  two 

8  percent,  and  tenants  seeking  new  housing  in  San  Francisco  commonly  must  first  acquire 

9  temporary  housing  and  devote  substantial  time  to  search  for  new  housing:  and. 

10  WHEREAS,  a  tenant  household  staying  in  temporary  housing  for  one  week  could 

1 1  reasonably  be  expected  to  pay  $60  per  day  for  housing  in  a  budget  hotel  and  $420  m

23  locating  schools  or  places  of  worship  more  convenient  to  a  new  gecgrr,phical  location.

13  and  various  miscellaneous  costs,  and  the  actual  cost  can  be  reasonably  estimated  to  be

15  WHEREAS,  tenants  who  are  forced  to  move  pursuant  to  an  Ellis  Act  eviction 

16  notice  are  being  evicted  through  no  fault  of  their  own,  and  are  forced  to  move 

17  involuntarily;  and, 

18  WHEREAS,  tenants  who  do  not  have  adequate  funds  to  move  and  who  are  forced 

1 9  to  move  pursuant  to  an  Ellis  Act  eviction  notice  face  severe  risk  of  homelessness,  and

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 
The  San  Francisco  Healtn  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  adding  Article  28.  as  follows 
Section  1.  The  following  new  Article  is  added  to  the  San  Francisco  Health  Code,  to 
read  as  follows: 

ARTICLE  28  MEDICAL  CANNABIS  USER  AND  PRIMARY  CAREGIVER 
IDENTIFICATION  CARDS. 

SEC.  1800.  DECLARATION  OF  POLICY.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of 
San  Francisco  that  California  Health  &  Safety  Code  section  1 1362  5  shall  be  implemented 
with  consideration  for  qualified  users  of  medical  cannabis,  physicians,  responsible  and 
accountable  providers  of  medical  cannabis,  and  the  police.  The  City  and  County  recognizes 
that  individuals  who  qualify  to  use  medical  cannabis  may  require  the  support  of  numerous 
caregivers  to  meet  their  needs  for  housing,  health,  or  safety  under  California  Health  &  Safety 
Code  section  1 1 362.5(e).  Voluntary  primary  caregiver  cards  and  medical  cannabis  user 
identification  cards  will  help  peace  officers  identify  individuals  whose  possession  of  medical 
cannabis  is  permissible  under  Health  &  Safety  Code  section  1 1 362  5  Such  cards  can 
promote  cooperation  between  the  Department  of  Public  Health  and  law  enforcement  tc 
protect  the  public  welfare  and  medical  cannabis  users'  rights  To  further  these  goals,  the 
Department  of  Public  Health  shall  heed  the  vision,  expertise,  and  voluntary  counsel  of  private 
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citizens  in  order  to  discover  valuable  information  about  the  identification  cards  program.  It 
also  shall  be  the  policy  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  to  enable  the  Director  of 
Health  to  take  whatever  steps  are  deemed  necessary  to  protect  the  privacy  of  the  physician- 
patient  relationship  by  ensuring  the  confidentiality  of  patients'  identities.  Although  this 
voluntary  identification  card  program  has  no  relation  to  any  research  studies,  the  City  and 
County  of  San  Francisco  supports  additional  research  on  the  benefits  of  medical  cannabis 
and  recognizes  that  such  research  must  respect  the  confidentiality  of  patients  and  promote 
safeguards  governing  research  on  human  subjects. 

SEC.  1801.   DEFINITIONS.  For  the  purpose  of  Article  28,  certain  words  and  phrases 
shall  be  construed  as  hereafter  defined.  Words  in  the  singular  include  the  plural,  and  words  in 
the  plural  shall  include  the  singular.  Words  in  the  present  tense  shall  include  the  future. 
Masculine  pronouns  include  feminine  meaning  and  are  not  intended  to  be  gender-specific. 

(a)  Department.  The  term  "Department"  means  the  Department  of  Public  Health  of 
the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco  or  an  authorized  contractor  of  the  Department  of  Public 
Health  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco. 

(b)  Director  of  Health.  The  term  "Director  of  Health"  includes  the  Director  of  Health 
or  his  designee. 

SEC.  1802.  ELIGIBILITY  FOR  IDENTIFICATION  CARDS,  (a)  Individuals  who  qualify 
to  use  medical  cannabis  under  California  Health  &  Safety  Code  section  11362.5  may  apply  for 
a  medical  cannabis  user  identification  card.  Every  applicant  for  a  medical  cannabis  user 
identification  card  shall  present  to  the  Department  proof  that  the  applicant's  physician 
recommends  cannabis  use  for  the  applicant  and  a  California  driver's  license,  California  state 
identification  card,  or  United  States  passport.  The  Department  may  also  request  such  other 
pertinent  information  as  the  Department  may  require  to  determine  whether  the  applicant 
qualifies  as  a  user  of  medical  cannabis  under  California  Health  &  Safety  Code  section 
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11 362.5.  The  Department  may  demand  proof  of  identity  prior  to  the  issuance  of  the  medical 
cannabis  user  identification  card. 

(b)  Individuals  who  qualify  as  primary  caregivers  under  California  Health  &  Safety  Code 
section  1 1362.5(e)  may  apply  for  a  primary  caregiver  identification  card   Every  applicant  for  a 
primary  caregiver  identification  card  shall  present  to  the  Department  a  California  dnver's 
license,  California  state  identification  card,  or  United  States  passport   Every  applicant  for  a 
primary  caregiver  identification  card  shall  present  to  the  Department  proof  that  a  physician 
recommends  medical  cannabis  use  for  the  individual  for  whom  the  applicant  provides  primary 
care.  Every  applicant  and  the  qualified  user  for  whom  the  applicant  provides  primary  care 
also  shall  provide  such  other  pertinent  information  as  the  Department  may  require  to 
determine  whether  the  applicant  qualifies  as  a  primary  caregiver  under  California  Health  & 
Safety  Code  section  1 1 362.5.  The  Department  may  demand  proof  of  identity  prior  to  the 
issuance  of  the  priman/  caregiver  identification  card 

SEC.  1803.  IDENTIFICATION  CARDS,  (a)  The  medical  cannabis  user  identification 
card  issued  by  the  Department  shall  bear  a  unique  serial  number,  a  picture  or  photograph  of 
the  card  holder,  and  the  date  of  expiration  of  the  identification  card 

(b)  The  primary  caregiver  identification  card  shall  bear  a  unique  serial  number,  a 
picture  or  photograph  of  the  card  holder,  and  the  date  of  expiration  of  the  identification  card 

(c)  Both  medical  cannabis  user  identification  cards  and  primary  caregiver.identification 
cards  shall  display  a  message  from  the  Department  advising  that  it  is  illegal  to  distribute 
marijuana  or  to  use  marijuana  for  nonmedical  purposes 

SEC.  1804.  INVESTIGATION  AND  VERIFICATION,  o)  The  Department  shal'  satisfy 
itself  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  physician's  recommendation  of  cannabis  use  for  the  applicant 
and  other  statements  made  in  support  of  each  medical  cannabis  user  identification  card  If 
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the  Department  is  satisfied  with  the  information,  the  Department  shall  issue  the  requested 

medical  cannabis  user  identification  card. 

(b)  The  Department  shall  satisfy  itself  as  to  the  accuracy  of  the  statements  made  in 

support  of  each  primary  caregiver  identification  card.  If  the  Department  is  satisfied  with  the 
supporting  information,  including  the  physician's  recommendation  of  cannabis  use  for  the 
individual  for  whom  the  applicant  provides  primary  care,  the  Department  shall  issue  the 
requested  primary  caregiver  identification  card. 

SEC.  1805.  FEES.  The  Department  is  authorized  to  charge  every  applicant  for  a 
medical  cannabis  user  identification  card  or  a  primary  caregiver  identification  card  a  fee 
sufficient  to  cover  the  costs  of  the  medical  cannabis  user  identification  and  primary  caregiver 
identification  cards  program.  The  Department  shall  consider  the  extent  of  an  applicant's 
ability  to  pay  the  whole  or  partial  fee  and  may  provide  for  fee  waiver  or  reduction  in 
appropriate  cases. 

SEC.  1806.   EXPIRATION  DATE,  (a)  A  medical  cannabis  user  identification  card  may 
be  granted  at  any  time  and  shall  remain  valid  for  the  length  of  time  duhng  which  a  physician 
certifies  a  recommendation  for  use  of  medical  cannabis.  No  medical  cannabis  user 
identification  card  shall  remain  valid  for  longer  than  two  years.  A  person  may  apply  to  renew 
such  a  medical  cannabis  user  identification  card.  Medical  cannabis  user  identification  cards 
shall  not  be  transferable. 

(b)  A  primary  caregiver  identification  card  may  be  granted  at  any  time  and  shall  remain 
valid  for  the  length  of  time  during  which  a  physician  certifies  a  recommendation  for  use  of 
medical  cannabis  by  the  individual  for  whom  the  card  holder  provides  pnmary  care.  No 
primary  caregiver  identification  card  shall  remain  valid  for  longer  than  two  years.

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SEC.  1807.  AUTHORITY  TO  ADOPT  RULES  AND  REGULATIONS.  The  Director 

may  issue  and  amend  rules,  regulations,  standards,  or  conditions  to  implement  and  enforce 
this  Article.  The  Director  is  authorized  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  including

SEC.  1808.   PENALTY.  Any  person  who  shall  present  false  information  or  falsify, 
forge,  or  alter  a  document  to  support  a  request  for  a  medical  cannabis  user  identification  card

In  undertaking  the  adoption  and  enforcement  of  this  ordinance,  the  City  and 
County  is  assuming  an  undertaking  only  to  promote  the  general  welfare   It  is  not  assuming, 
nor  is  it  imposing  on  its  officers  and  employers,  an  obligation  for  breach  of  which  it  is  liable  in 
money  damages  to  any  person  who  claims  that  such  breach  proximately  caused  injury 
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SEC.  1810.  SEVERABILITY.  If  any  part  or  provision  of  this  Ordinance,  or  the 
application  thereof  to  any  person  or  circumstances,  is  held  invalid,  the  remainder  of  this

20  County;  and 

21  (j)      The  enhancement  of  the  general  economic  prosperity,  health,  safety  and  welfare

4  (a)      The  full  and  gainful  employment  of  residents  of  the  City  and  County; 

5  (b)      The  full  and  efficient  utilization  and  modernization  of  existing  industrial, 

6  commercial  and  business  facilities; 

7  (c)      The  development  of  new  industrial,  commercial  and  business  facilities; 

8  (d)      The  growth  of  the  City  and  County's  tax  base  through  Increased  property  values 

9  and  consumer  purchasing; 

1 0  (e)      The  reduction  of  the  need  for  and  costs  of  welfare  and  other  remedial  programs; 

1 1  (f)      The  reduction  of  urban  ills,  such  as  crime,  attributable  in  part  to  inadequate 

12  economic  opportunities; 

1 3  (g)      The  stability  and  diversification  of  the  City  and  County's  economy; 

14  (h)      The  lowering  of  the  cost  to  City  and  County  consumers  of  necessary  goods  and 

15  services; 

1 6  (i)      The  environmentally  optimum  disposition  of  waste  materials  of  the  City  and 

17  County;  and 

18  G)      The  enhancement  of  the  general  economic  prosperity,  health,  safety  and  welfare 

1 9  of  the  residents  of  the  City  and  County. 

20  The  availability  of  the  financial  assistance  authorized  by  this  Article  will  serve  those 

21  purposes  and  the  general  plan  of  the  City  and  County  by  providing  phvate  enterprises  and  the 

22  City  and  County  with  new  methods  of  financing  capital  outlays  in  the  City  and  County  and  by 

23  ensuring  that  economic  development  within  the  City  and  County  will  reflect  the  local 

24  community's  needs  and  objectives  and  will  be  environmentally  optimum  with  respect  to  both 

25  the  physical  and  social  environment  of  the  City  and  County.  The  City  and  County  shall 
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1  I    promote  such  public  interests  pursuant  to  this  Article  without  adversely  affecting  areas  outside 


2  i:    the  City  and  County  and  without  conflicting  with  efforts  by  the  State  of  California  to  solve 

3  problems  of  statewide  concern.

5  SEC.  43.2.3.  FULL  AUTHORITY.  This  Article  is  full  authonty  for  the  issuance  of 

6  Bonds  by  the  City  and  County  for  any  of  the  purposes  specified  herein. 
7 

8  SEC.  43.2.4.  ADDITIONAL  AUTHORITY.  This  Article  shall  be  deemed  to  provide  a 

9  complete,  additional,  and  alternative  method  for  doing  the  things  authorized  thereby,  and  shall 

10  be  regarded  as  supplemental  and  additional  to  the  powers  conferred  by  other  laws.  The 

1 1  issuance  of  Bonds  under  the  provisions  of  this  Article  need  not  comply  with  the  requirements

3  incident  to  the  acquisition,  construction,  installation,  reconstruction,  rehabilitation  or 

4  improvement  of  a  Facility.  "Cost"  may  include  all  costs  of  issuance  of  bonds  for  such 

5  purposes,  costs  for  construction  undertaken  by  a  Participating  Party  as  its  own  contractor, 

6  capitalized  bond  interest,  reserves  for  debt  service  and  for  repairs,  replacements,  additions 

7  and  improvements  to  a  Facility,  and  other  working  capital  incident  to  the  operation  of  a 

8  Facility. 

9  (e)      "Facility"  means  any  of  the  facilities,  places  or  buildings  within,  serving  or 

10  otherwise  substantially  connected  to  the  City  and  County  which  are,  or  will  be,  maintained  and 

1 1  operated  for  industrial,  manufacturing,  research  and  development,  commercial  or  business 

12  purposes,  or  energy  uses,  or  any  combination  of  such  purposes  and  uses,  and  conform  to  the 

1 3  general  plan  of  the  City  and  County,  are  approved  by  the  City  and  County  for  the  financing 

14  authorized  by  this  Article,  such  approval  being  given  only  when  the  City  and  County  finds  and 

1 5  determines  that  such  financing  (1 )  will  substantially  promote  one  or  more  of  the  public 

16  purposes  listed  in  Section  43.2.2,  and  (2)  will  not  have  the  proximate  effect  of  the  relocation  ofi 

1 7  any  substantial  operations  of  the  Participating  Party  from  one  area  of  the  State  to  another  or 

1 8  the  abandonment  of  any  substantial  operations  of  such  Participating  Party  within  other  areas 

1 9  of  the  State,  or,  if  such  financing  will  have  either  of  such  effects,  then  such  financing  is 

20  reasonably  necessary  to  prevent  the  relocation  of  any  substantial  operations  of  the 

21  Participating  Party  from  an  area  within  the  State  to  an  area  outside  the  State.

7  Costs  of  a  Facility  for  which  this  Article  authorizes  the  issuance  of  Bonds. 

8  (g)      "Responsible  Department"  means  the  Mayor  except  that,  unless  otherwise 

9  specified  by  the  Mayor,  Responsible  Department  for  proposals  for  financing  under  this  Article 

10  of  any  Facility  deschbed  in  Section  103(b)  (4)  of  the  Internal  Revenue  Code  of  1954.  as 

1 1  amended,  shall  be  that  department,  office,  commission  or  authority  of  the  City  and  County 

12  having  jurisdiction  over  the  proposed  Facility. 

13  (h)      "Revenue"  means  amounts  received  by  the  City  and  County  as  payments  of

17  to  a  loan  (or  property  securing  such  loan),  lease,  sublease  or  sale  agreement  all  other  rents. 

18  charges,  fees,  income  and  receipts  derived  by  the  City  and  County  from  the  financing  of  a 

19  Facility  authorized  by  this  Article,  any  amounts  received  by  the  City  and  County  as  investment 

20  earnings  on  moneys  deposited  in  any  fund  secuhng  the  Bonds,  and  such  other  legally 

21  available  moneys  as  the  Board  of  Supervisors  may,  in  its  discretion,  lawfully  designate  as 

22  Revenues.

24  SEC.  43.2.6.  NO  LIMITATION  ON  APPROPRIATIONS.  Revenues,  as  defined  by  this

8  unsecured  loan,  with  the  proceeds  of  Bonds  and  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  the  City 

9  and  County  shall  deem  proper,  to  any  Participating  Party  for  the  Costs  of  a  Facility. 
10 

1 1  SEC.  43.2.8.  ACQUISITION,  CONSTRUCTION,  LEASING  AND  SELLING  OF 

12  FACILITIES.  The  City  and  County  is  authorized  to  acquire,  construct,  enlarge,  remodel, 

1 3  renovate,  alter,  improve,  furnish,  equip  and  lease  as  lessee,  with  the  proceeds  of  Bonds,  a 

14  Facility  solely  for  the  purpose  of  selling  or  leasing  as  lessor  such  Facility  to  such  Participating 

1 5  Party,  and  is  further  authorized  to  make  any  contracts  for  such  purposes.  The  City  and  County 

16  is  also  authohzed  to  contract  with  such  Participating  Party  to  undertake  on  behalf  of  the  City

19  The  City  and  County  is  authorized  to  sell  or  lease,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 

20  the  City  and  County  shall  deem  proper,  to  a  Participating  Party  any  Facility  owned  by  the  City 

21  and  County  under  this  Article,  including  a  Facility  conveyed  to  the  City  and  County  in 

22  connection  with  a  financing  authorized  by  this  Article  but  not  being  financed  hereunder. 
23 

24  SEC.  43.2.9.  APPLICATIONS  FOR  APPROVAL.  Any  person  may  apply  to  the 

25  Responsible  Department  for  approval  as  a  Participating  Party  and  for  approval  of  a  Facility  for 
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1  financing  under  this  Article.  Applications  shall  set  forth  such  information  as  the  Responsible 

2  I!    Department  may  require  in  order  to  enable  the  Responsible  Department  to  evaluate  (he 

3  ,  applicant,  the  Facility  and  its  proposed  costs. 

4  i 

5  SEC.  43.2.10.  FEES.  The  City  and  County  is  hereby  authorized  to  charge 

6  Participating  Parties  application,  commitment,  financing  and  other  fees,  in  order  to  recover  all 

7  administrative  and  other  costs  and  expenses  incurred  in  the  exercise  of  the  powers  and  duties 

8  conferred  by  this  Article.  The  Responsible  Department  shall  transmit  a  letter  agreement  or 

9  contract  to  a  Participating  Party  which  will  obligate  such  party  to  pay  such  fees  and  expenses 
1 0  as  the  City  and  County  may  charge  or  incur  hereunder. 

11 

12  SEC.  43.2.11.  INSURANCE.  The  City  and  County  is  hereby  authorized  to  obtain,  or 

13  aid  in  obtaining,  from  any  department  or  agency  of  the  United  States  or  of  the  State  of 

14  ;  California  or  any  private  company,  any  insurance  or  guarantee  as  to,  or  of.  or  for  the  payment 

15  1'  or  repayment  of,  interest  or  principal,  or  both,  rents,  fees  or  other  charges,  or  any  part  thereof, 

16  on  any  loan,  lease  or  sale  obligation  or  any  instrument  evidencing  or  securing  the  same. 

17  made  or  entered  into  as  authorized  by  this  Article;  and  is  authorized  to  accept  payment  m 

18  such  manner  and  form  as  provided  therein  in  the  event  of  default  by  a  Participating  Party,  and 

19  to  assign  any  such  insurance  or  guarantee  as  security  for  Bonds.

21  SEC.  43.2.12.  RENTS  AND  CHARGES.  The  City  and  County  is  hereby  authorized  to

4  and  other  obligations  authorized  by  this  Article  and  to  pledge  or  assign  the  same  as  security 

5  for  repayment  of  Bonds.  Such  deeds  of  trust,  mortgages  or  security  interests,  or  any  other

10  Section  1 .  Article  3  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by 

1 1  amending  Section  314.1 ,  to  read  as  follows: 

12  SEC.  314.1.  DEFINITIONS.  The  following  definitions  shall  govern  interpretation  of  this 

13  Section: 

14  (a)      "Child-care  facility"  shall  mean  a  child  day-care  facility  as  defined  in  California 

15  Health  and  Safety  Code  Section  1596.750. 

16  (b)      "Child  care  provider"  shall  mean  a  provider  as  defined  in  California  Health  and

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1  (g)      "Hotel"  shall  mean  a  building  containing  six  or  more  guest  rooms  as  defined  in 

2  San  Francisco  Housing  Code  Section  401  intended  or  designed  to  be  used,  or  which  are 

3  used,  rented,  or  hired  out  to  be  occupied,  or  which  are  occupied  for  sleeping  purposes  and 

4  dwelling  purposes  by  guests,  whether  rent  is  paid  in  money,  goods,  or  services,  including 

5  motels  as  defined  in  San  Francisco  Housing  Code  Section  401. 

6  (h)      "Hotel  use"  shall  mean  space  within  a  structure  or  portion  thereof  intended  or

23  1597.61. 

24  (I)       "Net  addition  of  gross  square  feet  of  hotel  space"  shall  mean  gross  floor  area  as: 

25  defined  in  Planning  Code  Section  102.9  to  be  occupied  by,  or  primarily  serving,  hotel  use,  les; 
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1  the  gross  floor  area  in  any  structure  demolished  or  rehabilitated  as  part  of  the  proposed  hotel 

2  development  project  space  used  primarily  and  continuously  for  office  or  hotel  use  and  not 

3  accessory  to  any  use  other  than  office  or  hotel  use  for  five  years  prior  to  Planning 

4  Commission  approval  of  the  hotel  development  project  subject  to  this  Section,  or  for  the  life  of

18  (o)      "Nonprofit  organization"  shall  mean  an  organization  organized  and  operated  for

4  following:  Professional,  banking,  insurance,  management,  consulting,  technical,  sales  and 

5  design,  or  the  office  functions  of  manufacturing  and  warehousing  businesses,  but  excluding 

6  retail  uses;  repair;  any  business  characterized  by  the  physical  transfer  of  tangible  goods  to 

7  customers  on  the  premises;  wholesale  shipping,  receiving  and  storage;  design  showcases  or

14  eating  and  drinking  businesses,  and  the  uses  defined  in  Planning  Code  Sections  218  and  220

1 6  (((r)))  (sj       "Sponsor"  shall  mean  an  applicant  seeking  approval  for  construction  of  an'

19  (((s)    "Superintendent"  shall  mean  the  Superintendent,  Bureau,  Department  of 

20  Building  Inspection.))

22  Section  2.  Article  3  of  the  San  Francisco  Planning  Code  is  hereby  amended  by 

23  amending  Section  314.4,  to  read  as  follows: 

24  SEC.  314.4.  IMPOSITION  OF  CHILD  CARE  REQUIREMENT.       (a)  (1)The 

25  Department  or  the  Commission  shall  impose  conditions  on  the  approval  of  building  or  site 
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1  permit  applications  for  office  or  hotel  development  projects  covered  by  this  Section  in  order  to 

2  mitigate  the  impact  on  the  availability  of  child-care  facilities  which  will  be  caused  by  the 

3  employees  attracted  to  the  proposed  development  project.  The  conditions  shall  require  that 

4  the  sponsor((,  either  singly  or  in  conjunction  with  the  sponsors  of  other  office  or  hotel 

5  development  projects,))  construct  or  provide  a  child-care  facility  on  or  near  the  site  of  the 

6  development  proiect.  either  singly  or  in  conjunction  with  the  sponsors  of  other  office  or  hotel 

7  development  proiects.  or  arrange  with  a  nonprofit  organization  to  provide  a  child-care  facility 

8  at  a  location  within  the  City,  or  pay  an  in-lieu  fee  to  the  City  Controller  which  shall  thereafter 

9  be  used  exclusively  to  foster  the  expansion  of  and  ease  access  to  child-care  facilities

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314.4  is  applicable,  and  shall  have  a  minimum  floor  area  of  3,000  gross  square  feet.  If  the  net 
addition  of  gross  square  feet  of  office  or  hotel  space  of  all  participating  projects  is  less  than 
300,000  square  feet,  the  minimum  gross  floor  area  of  the  facility  shall  be  2,000  square  feet.

10  Section  1 .  The  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  is  hereby  amended  by  repealing 

1 1  Chapter  84  (Sections  84.1  through  84.6)  in  its  entirety. 

12  ((SEC.  84.1.  DEFINITIONS.  For  purposes  of  this  Chapter,  the  following  terms  shall 

13  have  the  meanings  given  below: 

14  (a)      The  term  "Board"  shall  mean  the  Board  of  Supen/isors  of  the  City. 

15  (b)      The  term  "Charter"  shall  mean  the  Charter  of  this  City. 

16  (c)      The  term  "City"  shall  mean  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco 

'17  (d)      The  term  "Commission"  shall  mean  the  Public  Utilities  Commission  of  the  City. 

18  (e)      The  term  "Director"  shall  mean  Director  of  the  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance

20  ((SEC.  84.2.  AUTHORIZATION  OF  SHORT-TERM  INDEBTEDNESS.  Following  voter 

21  approval  or  Board  approval,  as  the  case  may  be,  of  the  issuance  of  revenue  bonds  by  the 

22  Commission  pursuant  to  Section  9.107  of  the  Charter,  the  Commission,  in  anticipation  of  the 

23  issuance  of  such  revenue  bonds,  may  incur  short-term  indebtedness  in  the  form  of

14  is  thereafter  authorized  to  issue  shall  be  reduced  by  the  principal  amount  of  short-term 

15  indebtedness  paid  from  revenues  (other  than  revenues  derived  from  grants). 

1 6  Any  pledge  of  revenues  by  the  Commission  for  the  payment  of  short-term 

1 7  indebtedness  may,  in  the  sole  discretion  of  the  Director  upon  recommendation  of  the 

1 8  Commission,  be  subordinate  to  any  pledge  of  the  Commission  for  its  revenue  bonds.

10  Inc.,  announced  a  new  tire  caWed  "the  Scorcher'  made  with  permanent  co\ore6  treads.  The 

1 1  tire  allows  drivers  to  leave  colored  skid  marks  on  pavement  after  '  burning  out."  In  earlv 

12  promotional  matenals,  B.  F.  Goodrich  advertised  that  the  tire  was  capable  of  leaving  colored 

13  skid  marks  even  after  repeated  burn  outs.  B.  F.  Goodnch  released  the  Scorcher  in  yellow  on 

14  August  1 ,  1999  and  plans  to  produce  and  market  the  tire  in  red  and  blue  in  early  2000. 

1 5  Colored  skid  marks  on  public  streets  and  sidewalks  are  a  form  of  graffiti  that  deface 

16  public  property  and  impair  the  aesthetics  and  quality  of  life  in  San  Francisco.  When  colored 
'17  skid  marks  are  left  on  City  property,  the  City  is  burdened  with  the  costs  of  removing  the 

18  graffiti.  Likewise,  when  colored  skid  marks  are  left  on  private  property,  the  phvate  property 

19  owner  is  burdened  with  the  costs  of  removing  the  graffiti.  Since  B.  F.  Goodrich.has  made  the 

20  decision  to  piace  color  tires  in  the  stream  of  commerce  and  has  encouraged  the  use  of  the 

21  tires  for  burning  out,  B.  F.  Goodrich  must  be  responsible  for  the  consequences  including  any 

22  graffiti  left  on  City  or  pnvate  property  by  the  tires.  In  addition.  B.  F.  Goodnch  should  be 

23  discouraged  from  making  products  that  are  intended  and  manufactured  to  create  a  public 

24  nuisance.  Making  manufacturers  of  color  tires  liable  for  graffiti  caused  by  the  tires  helps  to

PUBLIC  FINANCE  TO  NEGOTIATE  A  DESIGN-BUILD  CONTRACT  WITH  PRISON  REALTY 
TRUST  FOR  THE  COUNTY  JAIL  NO.  3  REPLACEMENT  PROJECT  SUBJECT  TO 
FURTHER  BOARD  APPROVAL 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  People  of  the  City  and  County  of  San  Francisco; 
Section  1.      FINDINGS.   The  Board  of  Supervisors  of  the  City  and  County  of  San 
Francisco  hereby  finds  and  declares  as  follows; 

A.  County  Jail  No.  3  ("Jail"),  located  in  San  Mateo  County,  opened  in  1932.  'n 

1 991 ,  inmates  housed  in  the  Jail  filed  suit  against  the  City  challenging  the  constitutionality  of 
conditions  in  the  Jail.  On  July  18,  1997,  the  United  States  Distnct  Court  concluded  that 
conditions  in  the  Jail  violated  the  United  States  Constitution.  The  Court  specifically  found  that 
the  Jail  posed  fire  safety  and  seismic  risks,  had  inadequate  plumbing  and  lighting  and  was 
unconstitutionally  noisy.  The  Department  of  Public  Works  ("DPW")  determined  that  it  would 
not  be  cost  effective  or  practical  to  attempt  to  seismically  upgrade  and  repair  the  existing  Jail. 
The  Sheriff  determined  that,  even  if  upgraded,  the  Jail's  outmoded  design  and  structure  would 
not  comply  with  State  standards  and  would  continue  to  pose  risks  to  deputies  and  inmates. 
Further,  the  current  jail  system  is  overcrowded,  even  with  the  full  use  of  the  existing  Jail  and 
extensive  use  of  drug  treatment  facilities  and  other  alternatives  to  incarceration.  The  Shenff 
therefore  determined  that  the  City  will  continue  to  need  the  housing  capacity  of  County  Jail 
No.  3  in  order  to  protect  public  safety  and  house  inmates  in  safe  and  humane  conditions. 

B.  In  order  to  settle  the  inmates'  lawsuit,  the  City  agreed,  subject  to  the  approval  of 
the  Board  of  Supervisors,  to  build  a  replacement  jail  facility  on  the  site  of  the  existing  Jail 
("County  Jail  No.  3  Replacement  Project"  or  "Project").   DPW  has  determined  that  the  City 
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will  achieve  cost  savings  and  time  efficiencies  by  utilizing  the  design-build  method  of 
construction  for  the  County  Jail  No.  3  Replacement  Project.  The  Mayor's  Office  of  Public 
Finance  has  determined  that  there  are  not  sufficient  public  funds  available  to  undertake  the 
County  Jail  No.  3  Replacement  Project.  As  a  result,  the  Director  of  DPW  sought  proposals  in 
1998  for  the  design-build/finance  of  the  County  Jail  No.  3  Replacement  Project  in  accordance 
with  San  Francisco  Administrative  Code  section  6.09. 

C.  Two  teams  submitted  competitive  proposals  for  the  design-build/finance  of  the 
Project  in  accordance  with  Administrative  Code  section  6.09.  In  accordance  with  said  section, 
the  scoring  panels  considered  cost  to  the  City,  expediency  in  completing  the  Project, 
qualifications  to  design-build/finance  the  Project  and  compliance  with  affirmative  action  goals 
and  the  requirements  of  Administrative  Code  sections  12B,  12C  and  12D,  amongst  other 
factors.  The  proposal  submitted  by  Prison  Realty  Trust  ("PRT")  was  the  highest-ranked 
proposal. 

D.  After  PRT  was  notified,  the  Sheriff,  Mayor's  Office  of  Public  Finance  and  DPW 
concluded  that  the  cost  of  the  Project  as  proposed  by  PRT,  as  well  as  the  cost  proposed  by 
the  second-ranked  proposer,  was  prohibitive.  Thereafter,  the  Director  of  Public  Works  and 
the  City  Architect  entered  into  negotiations  with  PRT  to  reduce  the  scope  and  price  of  the 
Project.  These  negotiations  have  resulted  in  a  significant  reduction  in  the  cost  of  the  Project 
and  an  understanding  between  the  City  and  PRT  as  to  the  major  provisions  to  be  included  in 
a  contract  for  the  design-build/finance  of  the  Project. 

E.  On  July  9,  1998,  the  Planning  Department  published  a  Final  Environmental 
Impact  Report  ("FEIR")  for  the  Project  contemplated  by  this  ordinance.  Implementation  of  the 
Project  includes  the  adoption  of  the  ordinance  authorizing  the  design-build/finance  contract. 
On  July  23,  1998,  the  Planning  Commission  certified  the  FEIR  by  Planning  Commission 
Motion  No.  14663. 
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F.       On  January  3,  2000,  the  Department  of  City  Planning  issued  a  Memorandum  to 
City  Planning  File  No.  97.368E  pursuant  to  California  Environmental  Quality  Act  C  CEQA") 
Guidelines  Section  15164  including  an  Addendum  to  the  FEIR  for  the  Project  (the 
"Addendum"),  a  copy  of  which  is  on  file  with  the  Clerk  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  in  File  No. 
000087,  determining  that  changes  to  the  Project  proposed  as  a  result  of  negotiations  between 
the  City  and  PRT  would  not  result  in  any  new  significant  environmental  effects  beyond  those 
disclosed  and  analyzed  in  the  FEIR,  that  no  new  information  has  become  available  since 
certification  of  the  FEIR  in  July,  1998  that  would  require  major  revisions  to  the  FEIR  or  its 
conclusions,  that  there  are  no  substantial  changes  with  respect  to  the  circumstances  under 
which  the  Project  is  to  be  undertaken  since  the  certification  of  the  FEIR  that  would  cause  new 
significant  environmental  impacts  and  that  no  further  environmental  anai  /sis  is  required  for 
the  Project.  This  Board  of  Supervisors  has  reviewed  ana  considered  the  information 
contained  in  the  FEIR  and  the  Addendum. 


making  findings  pursuant  to  CEQA,  the  State  CEQA  Guidelines  and  Chapter  31  of  the  San 
-rancisco  Administrative  Code  and  adopting  a  mitigation  monitonng  program.  The  Board  of 
Supervisors  hereby  adopts  and  incorporates  the  environmental  findings  contained  in  such 
Resolution  by  reference  as  though  such  findings  were  fully  set  forth  in  this  Ordinance. 

Section  2.  The  Offices  of  the  City  Attorney,  City  Architect,  Mayor's  Office  of  Public 
-inance,  Sheriffs  Department  and  DPW  are  hereby  authorized  to  complete  negotiations  with 
^'RT,  or  its  successor  by  merger  or  acquisition,  for  the  design-build/finance  of  the  Project 
substantially  in  accordance  with  the  following  terms: 

a.       The  total  cost  of  Project  will  be  as  follows:  the  contract  with  PRT  for  the  design- 
build  portion  of  the  Project  will  not  exceed  S1 1 5,000,000  (One  Hundred  Fifteen  Million 
Dollars);  the  City's  expenses  for  project  management,  construction  management,  support 
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services  and  demolition  of  the  existing  Jail  will  not  exceed  $17,200,000  (Seventeen  Million 
Two  Hundred  Thousand  Dollars). 

b.       All  construction  subcontracts  costing  $500,000  or  more,  including  at  least  80% 
of  all  labor,  equipment,  material  and  supply  subcontract  costs,  will  be  competitively  bid  to  at 
least  three  qualified  bidders  for  each  subcontract  bid  package.  Subcontracts  will  be  awarded 
by  PRT  with  the  review  and  approval  of  the  City  based  on  a  weighted  scale  of  cost, 
achievement  of  Human  Rights  Commission  goals  and  workforce  availability.  The  total  Project 
cost  shall  be  adjusted  by  the  amount,  if  any,  that  the  subcontract  bids  differ  from  the 
estimates  upon  which  the  proposed  cost  of  $11 5,000,000  is  based;  provided  that  the 
contract  with  PRT  shall  require  PRT  to  complete  all  project  work  in  accordance  with  the 
agreed  upon  design  criteria  for  a  not-to-exceed  price  of  $1 15,000,000. 

c.  PRT  will  be  responsible  for  providing  all  design  and  construction  sen/ices 
necessary  for  receipt  of  an  occupancy  permit  for  a  facility  meeting  or  exceeding  all  design  and 
specification  requirements  that  have  been  agreed  upon  between  the  City  and  PRT,  all 
industry  standards  and  all  applicable  codes  and  regulations.  The  Project  will  meet  the 
program  needs  identified  by  the  Sheriff  and  agreed  upon  between  the  parties,  including  but 
not  limited  to  the  following:  384  cells  each  accommodating  two  prisoners,  kitchen  and  eating 
facilities,  medical  and  administration  facilities  and  support  services.  PRT  will  provide  all 
design  consultants  necessary  for  the  design  and  construction  and  administration  services 
through  permitted  occupancy  and  final  closeout.  DPW  reserves  the  right  to  provide  design  or 
construction  services  through  its  own  forces,  in  which  case  there  will  be  an  equitable 
reduction  in  fees  for  the  Project,  which  amount  shall  accrue  to  the  benefit  of  the  City. 

d.  The  proposed  cost  of  $1 1 5,000,000  for  the  design-build  portion  of  the  Project 
includes  estimated  amounts  to  be  paid  by  PRT  to  its  general  contractor  and  design  team, 
which  amount  will  be  adjusted  after  bids  have  been  received  on  the  subcontractor  bid 
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packages.  The  amount  to  be  paid  by  PRT  to  its  general  contractor  for  general  conditions  and 
fee  (supervision,  overhead  and  profit)  and  to  its  design  team  for  all  design  services  as 
described  herein,  collectively,  will  be  no  more  than  25%  of  the  actual  cost  of  construction  of 
the  Project.  The  total  cost  for  the  design-build  portion  of  the  Project  will  be  adjusted 
accordingly  from  the  proposed  cost  of  S1 15,CC0,000. 

e.  PRT  will  produce  a  bid  package  schedule  which  minimizes  the  construction 
duration. 

f.  PRT  will,  at  the  City's  discretion,  re-design  and  re-bid  subcontractor  bid 
packages  if  the  low  bid  exceeds  the  budgeted  amount.  The  cost  of  re-design  shall  be  paid 
50%  by  PRT  and  50%  from  the  re-designed  bid  package  price. 

g.  PRT  assumes  responsibility  for  all  change  orders  which  do  not  anse  from  DPW 
requested  changes  to  the  Project's  program. 

h.  PRT  assumes  responsibility  for  on-budget,  on-schedule  delivery  of  the  Project 
regardless  of  its  contractual  agreements  with  parties  other  than  the  City.  The  Project  will  be 
completed  v/ithin  36  months  after  the  City  issues  the  Project's  notice  to  proceed. 

Section  3.   PRT  will  assist  the  City  in  issuing  certificates  of  participation  to  finance  the 
costs  of  the  Project,  subject  to  further  Board  approval.  The  maximum  principal  amount  of 
certificates  of  participation  to  finance  the  costs  of  the  Project  is  not  expected  to  exceed 
$177,195,000.  Consistent  with  the  Project  analyzed  in  the  FEIR  and  the  Addendum,  the 
Board  intends  that  the  certificates  of  participation  will  finance  the  design-build  portion  o^  the 
Project  under  the  contract  with  PRT  that  is  the  subject  of  this  ordinance  for  all  design  and 
construction  Project  costs  in  the  anticipated  amount  of  Si  15.000,000  as  well  as  all  City 
Project  costs  in  the  anticipated  amount  of  Si  7,200.000.  including  the  demolition  of  the  existing 
Jail,which  is  contemplated  to  be  carried  out  later  under  a  separate  contract.
